Chairman's heport 

Mr, Lakin referred to the more importnat matter of the wide range 

of activities that the Council had uealt with during the past year, 

(a) The Village Green, Progress since the »pecial Parish Meeting 
had been delayed awaiting the next meeting (April 19th) of the 
County Council }binance Committee, when the request for financia] 
aid was to be considered, The land had not been conveyed to the 
Council but the sevelopers had agreed that work could begin 
ahead of the conveyancing, ‘the initial work would possibly be 
done by @ local farmer with the larger jobs being put out for 
tender, 

(b) Planning Applications, ‘.cre the Council were privileged to view 
and comment upon the sépplications and were thus able to express 
their reservi.tions about the use of the Industrial .rea and the 
lack of land for recreation purpoxres, 5 acres would not suffice 
for 5,000 population now envisaged. The County Planning -ept. 
had egreed to a Meeting to di:cuss the icw Pleén, 
local Government reorganization movec responsibilities from 

\ the County Councils to the new vistrict Councils who it is 
doubted would have such strong powers to protct out interests, 
The chairman pledged the Council to look closely at all iuture 
applications to prevent the situation, as at the rear of Acorn 
avenue and lox Hoilow, arising again, and gave an undertaking 
thet the Council would not approve any further major 
applicatiens until the village plan had been discussed and 
agreed, 


(c) kelations with the .evelopers, ‘These were good and the Council 
was particularly converiuec about the lack of street lighting 
in phase 2 anc along the path the Central rea, 


(u) Relations with other Orgenisations, We had good ties with the 
Association of Parish Councils and the neighbouring parishes 
of Lolworth and ury urayton, 


(e) Footpaths, Although we hed only short lengths within the village 
we were converned with the state of the peths linking Bar Hill 
to Lolworth and ury Jrayton, 


(f) Bus wervice. We now had buses entering the Villages twice a 
week but the service was inadequate, particularly on the 8.15 a.m, 
This together with the danger attendant on cros: ing the A604 
caused the Council to support the application by the Whippet Bus 
Company to run @ service entcring the village at 8.10a.m, 
Later in the meeting @ motion proposed by Mr. iakin and seconded 
by M.r vale, stating that 'we welcome the application of the 
Whippet bus Company and give it our full support! was passed by 
the Meeting.

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(g) hoad .afety, ‘ithe builcing of the }lyover awaited the results 
of the Cambridge By-Pass cnguiry and the dccision to dual 
carriage the 1604, ‘The Council supportcd the plens for the /604 
as being beneficial to the Village, 


(h) Facilities tor Youth, ‘The Council had initiated a Mecting 
during the szutumn that hau resultcd the establishment of a Youth 
Committce, «A temporary pitch and goal poets had been obtained 
from the bLevelopers. 


(i) Weighbourhood Community vouncil, ‘The Parish Council had co- 
operated with swaveccy V.C. in establishing thc i’.C.C. to 
oversce the needs of the villegc, 


(j) Tree Preservation Order. Mr. ‘laylor had been active in getting 
the separtment of Trecs and Wooulands to meke an order 
protecting trees and hedgerows in tue village.
